ANOTHER FOUND AT LAUREL 


I. M. Talbert of Near Shelbyville Lo­ 


cates His Car— Stolen Auto 


Hunters Visit Garages. 


The work of accounting for and 
identifying the stolen automobiles in 
the possession of the Davis gang of 
self-confessed auto thieves is pro­ 
gressing as rapidly as could be ex­ 
pected. 
The other machine held here 
by the 
police was 
identified this 
morning by John M cShirley ot Sul­ 
phur Springs, Henry county, as being 
his car, which was stolen from the 
public square in Newcastle on May 
20th. 
This is the car that was 
driven 
here by Bert Pickett, an employe of 
George Davis in the Clarksburg g ar­ 
age, last Tuesday night. The car was 
in the’ possession o ln R c B K when Tfe 
was arrested along with George D a­ 
vis. 
The car driven by George D a­ 
vis belonged to Henry Summan of 
near Raleigh according to the confes­ 
sion of Davis, and with the identifica­ 
tion of the McShirley car the local 
police departm ent is rid of the cars 
left here. 
M cShirley came here this morning 
to look for the car after he was told 
George Davis in his confession at 
Connersville stated that he had ta k ­ 
en the machine held here by the po­ 
lice from the public square in New­ 
castle. 
M cShirley had several 
distinctive 
m arks to help him identify the car 
and these were written down and 
handed Policeman Price. 
They then 
^ went to the machine and found all of 
the m arks. 
But to make sure Mc­ 
Shirley told the police that two or 
three days before the machine was 
taken one of his children had dropped 
a rat-tail file underneath the front 
seat, and th at it could only be gotten 
up by tearing up the floor. 
He said 
th a t the chances were the 
Davis 
boys failed to do this and th a t if the 
file was 
there it would 
cinch the 
thing. 
The machine was taken to a gar 
age, the floor torn up and the file 
found. 
This special m ark of identi 
fication left no opportunity to dis­ 
pute the Henry county m an’s claim 
to the 
ear. 
The Davis 
boys had 
made 
several changes in the 
car 
since they had it, putting on electric 
lights, a new radiator cap and even 
painted the wheels red. 
One more county was brought into 
the limelight yesterday when J. M. 
Talbert of near Shelbyville identifier 
bis machine at the Laurel garage of 
the Davis family. 
This machine was 
stolen from the public square at Shel­ 
byville on May 6. 
The top had been 
placed on another machine and the 
back curtain had been replaced with 
an old one. 
But because of certain 
l>eeuliarities, Mr. Talbert was able to 
identify the car. 
The two garages—the one at L au r­ 
el and the one at Clarksburg— were 
crowded all day yesterday with peo­ 
ple from this and other states look­ 
ing for stolen machines. 
At 
the 
time of the arrests the Davis gang 
had only a total of 
seven cars on 
hands, including the two in this city. 
It is believed th at the owners for 
the others will be found before long.

which musical authorities say are 
the root of the cabaret songs of to­ 
day. 
The white population 
of Dallas 
will patronize the festival freely, ac­ 
cording to the advance sales.

tions of seats are set 
apart 
for 
whites and negroes.

The labor troubles on the Clyde are 
over— for the moment. 
That there will be further strikes 
in this big munitions making district 
is not only feared, it is expected. 
Opinion in England today is div­ 
ided as to the real reason why some 
3,000 workmen, at the most critical 
period of the war, downed tools in 
defiance of the government and de­ 
spite the patriotic appeals 
of 
their 
own labor union; but there are 
tew 
who will dispute the assertion that 
the situation was sadly mishandled 
by the authorities. 


In the first place the fact that 
a 
strike was on was 
concealed 
until 
the last possible moment. 
Then, instead of acting with vigor 
under the acts of Parliament Which 
forbids strikes in munitions factor­ 
ies on any 
ground 
whatever, 
and 
promptly arresting the offenders, the 
government compromised by merely 
deporting the ring-leaders to another 
district. 
That these men were not given a 
public trial is resented as much by 
workmen generally as by their a s­ 
sociates. 
Such a trial would doubtless have 
brought out the underlying causes 
of the strike. 
The charge has been 
freely made that German influences, 
including money, were 
responsible. 
This is hotly denied, not only by the 
men involved but by labor leaders 
much | generally. 
It is much to the credit of organ­ 
ized labor in this country, however, 
that the strikers have been roundly 
denounced by the responsible heads 
of the labor movement. 
Even those labor leaders who are 
avowed pae if lists, like George Lans- 
bury, have condemned them. 
“We pacifists,” 
says 
Lansbury, 
“dare not interfere with the essen­ 
tial supplies needed by the army and 
navy until the nation gives the word 
to ‘stop the war.’ 
It is simply m ur­ 
der to send men out unarmed and 
improperly equipped, 
it is our own 
flesh and blood in the trenches, and 
at whatever cost, we who remain at 
home must do nothing 
to 
hinder 
them.” 
Lansbury ascribes the troubles on 
the Clyde chiefly to lack of sympa­ 
thy between employers and workmen, 
similar to that prevailing 
in 
the 
South Wales coalfields. 
One of the most radical, as well as 
most troublesome, 
labor 
leaders— 
before the war— was Ben Tiilett, of 
the Transport workers’ Union, who 
in the last few months has been go­ 
ing up and down the country preach­ 
ing patriotism and loyally among his 
fellow workers, and urging them to 
join the army. 
Few men have been more bitter in 
their denunciation of the action of 
the Clyde strikers, but even 
Tiilett 
has been able to see “the other side” 
of the question. 
“From the point of view 
of 
the 
men in the trenches,” said Tiilett to­ 
day, “ this strike was a crime little 
less, perhaps more, 
terrible 
than 
murder. 
Viewed from 
the 
stand­ 
point of the nation, no worse calam­ 
ity could befall us, not even a Ger­ 
man defeat. 
But we should not be 
led too far on the path of condemna­ 
tion. 
“It should be 
remembered 
that 
these 
men 
had been 
for 
twenty 
months wrorking at full pitch day in 
and day out. 
Long hours and over­ 
time have been the rule and not the 
exception. 
Body and 
brain 
alike 
have been fatigued. 
“Weariness due to physical strain, 
temper due to the grayness and mo­ 
notony of their lives made them fit 
subject." for the promptings of re­ 
volt.

Lord Revelstoke, Noted Banker, in 


Interview, Declares They Have 


Confidence in Government. 


CONDITIONS 
A R E 
KNOWN 


Economic Position is Not Bothering 


Business Because They Real­ 


ize Hardships.

(Copyrighted in Great Britain.) 
London, June 26.— “Notwithstan­ 
ding the fact that 
Parliam ent 
re ­ 
cently voted another billion and 
a 
half dollars for the prosecution of 
the war, and that Great 
Britain’s 
daily war bill is now nearly twenty- 
five millions, Briiish politicians say 
they View the financial outlook con­ 
fidently. Do the business men of the 
Empire share this view?” 
Here is the answer of Lord 'Revel­ 
stoke, active head of the great in­ 
ternational merchant banking 
firm 
of Baring Brothers, a director of 
the Bank of England, and probably 
the one man in England best quali­ 
fied to speak with authority on the 
subject, given to the United Press 
in an interview today: 
“The country is proving that it 
can cope with such an expenditure. 
So long as our military authorities 
require money to carry on the war 
we shall shrink from no sacrifice in 


| order to provide it. 
The 
civilian 
community is just as fully and firmly 
resolved on victory as the 
armies 
which are fighting our battles in the 
field, and it 
entertains 
as 
little 
doubt as to the ultimate result.” 
Lord Revelstoke was quite willing 
to talk to an American correspond­ 
ent about Great 
Britain’s 
present 
economic position, provided the dis­ 
cussion was limited to the financial 
and commercial situation as it ap ­ 
peared to a banker 
and 
merchant 
without official status. 
“London,” said Lord Revelstoke, 
“like other credit centers, was un­ 
prepared for the crisis wdiich accom­ 
panied the outbreak of war. 
W hat­ 
ever may have been the case in Ber- 
I linfi, English bankers at least had 
no fore-knowdedge of the 
calamity 
that was to strike Europe in August 
1914. 
But after nearly twTo years of 
war waged in a manner fa r more ex­ 
hausting than any nation had anti­ 
cipated, the edifice of credit in Lon­ 
don stands firm, 
and 
the 
delicate 
hanking machinery works smoothly. 
For this the world has 
chiefly 
to 
thank the courageous policy adopted 
by the Cabinet and the Treasury De­ 
partm ent during the first months of 
war.

When the reading was finished the 
king’s arms over the seat of justice 
in the courtroom wTere torn down 
and burned in the 
street. Bonfires 
were lighted in the evening, houses 
were illuminated and men and wo­ 
men and children paraded the streets 
singing and cheering until a thunder­ 
storm at midnight halted the cele­ 
brating procession. 
On the 9th New York heard of the 
signing and started celebrating the 
memorable event. 
Boston, the “hub of knowledge,” 
learned about it on the 17th, and the 
leading citizens gave 
a 
banquet, 
■while “liberal 
quantities of liquor, 
according to the old customs, were 
distributed among the populace.

goodly number of

came quite drunk. 
All through the 
summer inland towns and

The labor troubles on the Clyde are 
over—for the moment. 


That there will be further strikes 


in this big munitions making district 
is not only feared, at is expected. 


Opinion in England today is div- 


ided as to the real reason why some 
3,000 workmen, at the most critical 
period of the War, downed tools in 
defiance of the government aud de- 
spite the patriotic appeals of their 
own labor union; but .there are few 
who will dispute the assertion that 
the situation was sadly mishandled 
by the authorities. 


In the first place the fact 'that a 


strike was on was 
concealed 
until 


the last possible moment. 


Then, instead of acting with vigor 


under the acts of Parliament wliich 
forbids strikes in munitions factor- 
ies on any ground whatever, and 
promptly arresting the offenders, the 
government compromised by merely 
deporting the ring-leaders to another 
•district. 
, 
, 


That these men were not given a 


public trial is resented as much by 
workmen generally as by their as- 
sociates. 


Such a trial would doubtless have 


brought out the underlying causes 
of the strike. The charge has been 
freely made that German influences, 
including money, were responsible. 
This is hotly denied, not only by the 
men involved but by labor leaders 
generally. 


It is much to the credit'of organ- 


ized labor in this country, however, 
that the strikers have been roundly 
denounced by the responsible heads 
of the labor movement. 


Even those labor leaders who are 


avowed pacifists, like George Lans- 
bury, have condemned them. 


'•We pacifists," says Lansbury, 


•'dare not interfere with the essen- 
tial supplies needed by the army and 
navy until the nation gives the word

less, perhaps more, terrible than 
murder.
